o’clock in the forenoon, then and there to bring in their 
votes on one ballot to the election officers for: 


Moderator, Treasurer, Town Clerk, one Selectman

The polls will be open for voting at 11:30 A.M. and 
will close at 7:00 P.M. 


And you are directed also to notify and warn the in- 
habitants of the Town of Whately, qualified to vote in 
town affairs, to meet in the Town Hall in Whately, on 
Saturday, the twentieth day of February next, at 1:30 
o’clock in the afternoon, and then and there to act on the 
following articles: 


ARTICLE 1. To raise and appropriate such sums 
of money as may be deemed necessary to defray the ex- 
penses of the town for the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 2. To see if the Town will authorize the 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow 
money from time to time in anticipation of the revenue

Selectmen's Report 


To the Citizens of Whately 


We herewith present our annual report on the 1964 
activities as required by law. 


Chapter 90 Construction on River Road has pro- 
ceeded another step southerly from the Depot Road inter- 
section and it is planned to continue this work in 1965. 


Another strip of Chestnut Plain Road was completed 
under Chapter 90 Maintenance, but due to the necessity 
of more asphalt application to protect existing surfaces, 
it will probably be impossible to do any more on this 
road in 1965. A major grading problem exists in the re- 
maining section involving raising of the Gutter Hollow 
dip and improvement of the Swamp Road and Christian 
Lane intersections. 


Work on Chapter 81 has proceeded normally with no 
special problems but we plan for more asphalt work if 
possible this year. 


Our highway-tractor-loader is working out satisfac- 
torily, and it was purchased at a cost somewhat less than 
our appropriation. 


Our welfare work continues to be well-handled by 
Mrs. Clark of the Southern Franklin Welfare District. 
Due to her illness in January 1965, a detailed report of 
this service is omitted, but the expenditures are listed in 
the record of selectmen’s orders drawn. 


The Planning Board, under Albert Zaskey, has been 
developing a map of the town, which will be ready early 
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in 1965, funds from the 1964 appropriation being carried 
over to cover the cost. 


Numerous permits for building construction have 
been issued, the major ones for a telephone repeater sta- 
tion for American Tel. & Tel. Co., and a fertilizer ware- 
house for Old Fox Agricultural Sales, Inc. Also an addi- 
ttional barracks building on North Hatfield Road for 
General Cigar Co., Culbro Division, increasing their hous- 
ing facilities by 100%. All of these, with 5 new resi- 
dences will be a substantial addition to our tax valuation 
when completed. 


Your board made one trip to Boston and one to Wash- 
ington on Route 91 problems, and finally received the 
promise of an additional ramp at the Deerfield-Whately 
ine to bring Route 91 traffic more directly onto Rtes. 5-10. 
The matter of more suitable signs at the present Rtes. 
91-5-10 intersections is being worked on, but State and 
Federal engineers are slow in accepting any suggestions 
from local officials, although Commissioner John Warner 
has been very cooperative. The impact of the opening of 
the local section of Route 91 has been serious on local 
businesses, but your Board has spent many hours and 
much expense in fighting for their needs, mostly without 
satisfactory results. We are still trying, however. 


Our Secretary, Paul F. Field, has continued to serve 
during the year, without compensation. We are still look- 
ing for someone to take over this work.

$10,000.00 be used to offset some of the increase, which

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It will be noted that the purchase of a pickup truck 
for the use of the highway department is recommended. 
Considerable discussion of this item was had, and it was 
decided that such a purchase would be advisable, for the 
superintendent no longer feels that he should furnish his 
own car for the purpose of transporting small tools, patrol- 
ling roads and running after parts and supplies. We cer- 
tainly should not use a large truck for these purposes. 
This matter is open to discussion at the town meeting, 
however.

Two meetings were held, one in April in Whately and 
one in November in Sunderland. 

At the April meeting all officers were re-elected: Mrs. 
Vesta Canney, Chairman; Mrs. Merrill Field, Secretary; 
Mrs. T. L. Warner, Vice-Chairman in Sunderland and 
Mr. Leslie Guilford, Vice-Chairman in Ashfield. Other 
members serving on the committee are Mrs. Blanche Par- 
zich and Mrs. Elizabeth Orloski in Whately; Mrs. Isabel 
Montague in Sunderland and Mrs. Raymond Anderson in 
Ashfield. 

At the December meeting, the budget request was in- 
creased to $1,550 to more adequately cover expenses. Mrs. 
Lindsay was granted a raise in salary of $100.00 to be- 
come effective January 1, 1965. It was also voted to pur- 
chase a reconditioned typewriter for the office of the 
Public Health Nurse. The fee per patient visit was in- 
creased to $1.50 for all new patients. 

In June Mrs. Lindsay attended the seond in a series 
of three Seminars at Simmons College. This seminar was 
on communications. We again extend our appreciation 
to Mrs. Malcolm Strippe who substituted during Mrs.

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Report of Public Health Nurse 


To the Citizens of Whately: 


The following is a report of activities of the Public 
Health Nurse in Whately, Sunderland and Ashfield. 


The case load of home nursing still continues to in- 
crease with over 60 more home calls than in previous 
years. The total school enrollment remains about the 
same as last year. 


Clinics in all area towns are held regularly during 
the year. The diphtheria, tetanus, whooping cough im- 
munization clinic by the school physician, Dr. Kenneth H. 
Rice in Whately, was held in March when 34 children 
were treated. The Well-Child clinic was held in June 
with Dr. William Buchanan. Twenty-six children attended 
this clinic. Examination of school children is finished in 
October. Dr. Rice saw 57 children this fall in Whately. 


Vision screening and hearing testing, and weighing 
and measuring of all school children is done by the school 
nurse by the end of the year. This year a skin testing 
program for T.B. (Mantoux) was also done in September. 
One hundred and two students took part. 


All of these activities with 50 or 60 home visits 
monthly made a very busy fall. 


Assistance was given teachers on first grade registra- 
tion day. Arrangements were made for two children from 
each town to attend Greenfield Health Camp. Regular 
visits are made to the schools and all children transported 
when necessary. 


Much help has been obtained for children and adults 
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through community resources. The Franklin County 
Public Hospital, the Cerebral Palsy Associatino, the Sal- 
vation Army, the Franklin County Mental Heath Center, 
the Handicapped Children program, the Speech Depart- 
ment of the University in Amherst, the Crippled Chil- 
dren’s Clinic, the Nursing Advisors of Western Massa- 
chusetts, the local Board of Health, and many individuals, 
including 12 registered nurses, all contributed to Health 
and Welfare. 


A second session at Simmons College was attended 
and many educational and In-Service meetings.

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Report of Library Trustees 


To the Citizens of Whately: 


The report of Librarian Ena M. Cane is published 
herewith and continues to show an increased use of the 
library facilities. The establishment of the Western Re- 
gional Library System with their exchange service has 
developed a valuable source of lesser-used books and has 
been frequently taken advantage of for research and refer- 
ence problems. 


The acquisition of a number of photographic plates 
from the Howes collection of the Ashfield Historical So- 
ciety showing Whately houses and people has been an 
important addition to our historical collection. We would 
bring the people’s attention to the fact that any contri- 
butions of historical material to the Museum collection 
are always acceptable. 


Our librarian, Mrs. Cane, has been the prime mover 
in the development of our increasingly valuable library 
services, and although her allegiance to Whately and the 
S. W. Dickinson Library is very strong, she has to also 
look out for her own interests. She has received numer- 
ous offers from other libraries for her services, but to 
date has not seen fit to leave Whately. But—we must 
recognize her value to us in a monetary way, or she will 
soon feel that she must accept an offer elsewhere. 


We are, therefore, recommending that her present 
salary of $1,800 be increased to $2,800, requiring an 
appropriation of $1,000. Unfortunately, in order to quali- 
fy for the State Library grant of $500, we must expend 
at least 20% of our total budget for books and periodi- 
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cals (we almost lost our 1964 grant by being 7/10 of 1% 
short in 1963). This means that our 1965 budget must 
be increased $200 to cover 20% of the added salary. 
Other costs, such as insurance, have increased substan- 
tially also, so that our budget request will be for $2,900, 
plus the $500 State grant and $3,000 from the S. W. 
Dickinson Fund income. 


This total cost may seem large for a town of our size, 
but we believe that the proven services of the library 
fully warrants the additional cost. The circulation figure 
of 37 volumes per person surely shows that the library is 
used and appreciated.

THE LIBRARY YEAR 


The Library increased its hours by Tuesday night 
openings from 7-9, and an extra hour on Monday after- 
noons, 2-5 instead of 3-5. This has resulted in aug- 
mented use by school people and other patrons. 


Reading was popular with adults in ’64; fiction read- 
ing climbed from 8,950 in 19638 to 11,004. Interest 
ranged over best sellers, classics, old favorites, his- 
torical novels, love stories... all of which proved more 
popular than either mysteries or westerns. Non-fiction 
too took an upswing from 63’s 2,826 to 3,667 with per- 
sonal accounts, adventure, travel and inspirational 
works in the lead. Periodicals borrowed from the 52 
titles available ran the gamut from home and news 
magazines to scholarly journals and scientific news. 
More readers than ever came to the library to sit and 
browse. 


Visitors from all parts of the U.S., Canada, and 
Europe, and librarians from many other states came 
to see the view, enjoy the fire on the hearth and the 
library’s hospitality. Radio station WTTT in mention- 
ing Whately in its broadcasts identified it as “Home 
of the S. White Dickinson Memorial Library’’, the 
Pioneer Valley tourist booklet and local chambers of 
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commerce direct visitors to the library as a feature 
of the region. During National Library Week the wife 
of Governor Endicott Peabody planned to visit libraries 
throughout the state, Whately’s was selected as one of 
the Western Region’s loveliest ... due to a shortage of 
time she never got here. Next day, however, at the 
National Library Week’s inaugural tea in Springfield 
at which Mrs. Cane was a hostess she sent two auto- 
graphed messages to a couple of little girls who’d 
waited most of the afternoon of the day before to see 
her. 


The Library is extremely fortunate in having Mrs. 
Mary Belanger as assistant to take over when Mrs. 
Cane is absent, her skill and understanding are appre- 
ciated equally by the Center School’s little folk and 
regular patrons. 


Foremost among physical improvements for the year 
were flags given the library by Paul Field, that stand 
on either side of the concrete apron in front when the 
library’s open in the summer time. The other major 
improvement is the set of andirons, re-inforced and 
polished, arranged for by Fred Adams. 


A welcome gift was the table in the same oak finish 
as the rest of the furniture, from Mrs. Elsie W. Schafer 
that sits in front of a window and holds the reader’s 
guides and indexes formerly kept on a favorite study 
table which is now free for students use. 


A large colored relief map of the area and aerial 
survey were loaned the library through Albert Zaskey 
by the Planning Board and have proved of great in- 
terest to local people and visitors. 


The 1,861 queries asked during 1964 ranged from a 
3rd grader’s demands for the names.of major air cur- 
rents to a request for special studies in neutron spec- 
troscopy and the state execution figures for each state 
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with the death penalty for the past decade, from a re- 
quest for anecdotes about the River Gods to one for 
a recipe for mead. 


Summer Story Hours were held by Mrs. Adelia Bard- 
well, Mrs. Dorothy Polhemus, Mrs. Marianna Rowe, 
Children’s Specialist from Greenfield, and Mrs. Anne 
Tierney and were each well attended and enjoyed. 

The Christmas Story Hour was Whately’s gift to its 
children; Sabin Filipkowski, Chairman of the Library 
Board gave ice-cream for the 11th year, Mrs. Dorothy 
Polhemus told a Taddy Mouse tale, also for the 11th 
year; Mrs. Adelia Bardwell showed films, the librari- 
an made Christmas cookies and Frank Farrick donated 
transportation to and fro for East Whately children. 


Major event of the summer was Preview II of the Bi- 
centenniel its success due to the many photographs 
loaned for display from every part of the town. Biggest 
drawing card was the ground glass viewer made and 
designed by Paul Field for looking at the plate nega- 
tives of pictures taken by the Howes Bros. of Ashfield 
in the early 1900’s. Old fashioned goodies baked from 
family recipes added their bit to the Preview’s success;

two days beyond its original date. 


The 11th Annual Christmas Book Fair owed its suc- 
cess to the diligence and ideas of a large, hard work- 
ing committee. Chief event of this year’s Fair was 
Whately’s own Christmas Cook Book, a happy com- 
bination of Whately cooks and craftsmen that appeared 
alone on TV’s “At home with Kitty” show, and with 
members of the committee on the Barbara Bernard 
Show on both Monday and Thanksgiving Day in ad- 
vance of the Fair. 


Decor, which transformed the library into a Christ- 
mas World was created by Whately’s own six grades 
and received many compliments. 
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Mrs. Nancy DeLano and Mrs. Kathryn Davidson 
each contributed signally to the Book Fair proceeds; 
Nancy DeLano with her king-size fruit cake; Kathryn 
Davidson with her glowing oil painting of a New Eng- 
land scene in autumn. 


Songs by the Folk Four; John DeLano, Flora Jud- 
son and the Sadowski sisters added a magic touch, 
especially John DeLano’s setting of a poem called 
Whately from the History, to original music which he 
sang with guitar. 


Money from the Fair will help purchase the $398.00 
Dictionary of American Biography as well as some non- 
fiction titles to supplement the reference collection on 
the elementary school level. 


The list of library benefactors for the year is too 
many miles long to cover in a single report. Especially 
to be noted are:

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Report of 
Superintendent of Schools

Dear Mr. Chutkoski: 


It is my pleasure to submit to you my sixth annual 
report as superintendent of schools. Your committee has 
the responsibility of charting the course of education for 
today’s children who will become the adults of tomorrow. 


FOCUS 


Attention has been focused upon education during 
the past several years and has increased in pressure 
the past year. This is evidence by the prominence given 
to the topic by the various media of mass communication 
such as the daily press, magazine articles, radio and 
television broadcasts, and the discussion of people in 
general. Education today must be more concerned in 
creating and controlling change because of the automated 
world of which we are social members. 


I suggest the first focus of attention in Whately be 
on the topic of future school planning, and I am not sug- 
gesting a new school immediately. A survey of the 
various forces related to this topic reveals the following 
information. The continued expansion of the University 
of Massachusetts in the neighboring town of Amherst 
will create a need for homes for professional and non- 
professional workers, and the completion of parts of 
Route 91 will give our area rapid transportation to the 
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larger cities. Both of our present structures are old by 
present-day standards. New schools tend to create a 
modern atmosphere that stimulates interest in learning. 
The present buildings do not give us use of an adequate 
all-purpose room that could be used for assemblies, phy- 
sical education, music programs and many varied activi- 
ties for all age groups. 


I wish to recommend that the School Committee and 
Planning Board, with the aid of the Massachusetts 
School Building Assistance Commission, explore the pos- 
sibilities of obtaining a site for future school construction 
while land is still available and within a reasonable price 
range. 


We must also concern ourselves with the retooling 
of the plant of learning. This is accomplished in part by 
making available new information as a result of the rapid 
explosion of knowledge, and using new, but tried and 
effective, techniques and methods of teaching. Teachers 
on the present staff participated in a modern math work- 
hsop held at Greenfield. This activity gave them a new 
insight into the teaching and use of modern math. Some 
teachers have made use of the experience in their class- 
room instruction. 


There must be a continued search for more funds, 
either federal or state, for education. This will necessi- 
tate the wholehearted support of new tax legislation, 
which will provide revenue for the state to more ade- 
quately support ducation at the local level. 


PERSONNEL 


The resignation of Mrs. Josephine Zgrodnik, for- 
merly fourth grade teacher, was the only one received 
during the past year. Mrs. Constance Shea, a graduate of 
the University of Massachusetts, with a year’s experience 
at Ayer, Massachusetts, was appointed to fill the vacancy. 
Candidates for teaching positions are not plentiful, even 
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though colleges and universities are graduating more 
students who are qualified and prepared to enter teaching. 


In April, the General Court enacted a new minimum 
salary of five thousand dollars for teachers, effective 
September 1, 1965. It is hoped that this starting salary 
will help to induce more talented students to enter the 
teaching profession. It must be remembered that teach- 
ing salaries over the next several years must become 
more competitive with those offered by industry and 
surrounding towns. Study should also be given to making 
the elementary salary schedule equivalent to that of the 
Regional School. 


The staff has developed a teacher’s handbook which 
explains and illustrates the procedures and regulations 
pertaining to their professional relationship to the school 
and community. 


LEARNING EXPERIENCES 


An evaluation of the science program brought to 
view the need for more equipment. As a result, projects 
using National Defense Education Act funds were pre- 
pared for this purpose. Mr. Stanley Everett, science 
coordinator for the Union, assisted in the organization 
of a minimum systematic course of study for grades 
three through six. This will help to reduce the needless 
repetition of specific topics. 


The audiovisual aids were reorganized in the space 
available. All filmstrips were catalogued according to 
subject matter area and grade levels. 


A minimum physical education program was adopted 
for grades three to six. A time allotment of two hours per 
week is provided for each grade. A basic course of study 
was developed and the program is conducted under the 
supervision of the teachers of the fourth and sixth grades. 


Grades five and six have had the experience of 
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having an exchange of teachers for specific subjects, par- 
ticularly social studies and science. Mr. Trzcienski 
teaches the science while Mrs. Gorey directs the social 
studies. This system allows for specific specialization in 
the two areas as well as introducing students to the 
departmental program to which they will have to adjust 
in the Regional School. Also in the sixth grade, a period 
of time has been provided for the appreciation of litera- 
ture, art and music. Students are taught to understand 
masterpieces in the various cultural areas as well as to 
become familiar with the styles and theories of authors, 
composers, and artists. 


Students acting in the capacity of a librarian have 
charge of each classroom library which has been estab- 
lished in a specific space in each classroom. Books have 
been catalogued and rules and regulations developed. To 
date, there are approximately six hundred and fifty 
volumes in grades three through six. 


The instrumental music program has been continued 
in grades four, five and six in the various union schools 
with the enrllments as follows: Conway, 16: South Deer- 
field, 23; Old Deerfield, 18; Sunderland, 9; and Whately, 
Lite 


The primary grades have continued their exploratory 
experiences in science and social studies and have had a 
brief introduction to some phases of the so-called modern 
math. Grade one made use of the new Ginn reading 
series which will be extended to grade two next year. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


It was necessary to replace the well point at the East 
Whately School early in the fall. A paved area was 
constructed to serve the double purpose of providing an 
area for basketball and skating. A paved walk area was 
also provided around the entire building. 
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CONCLUSION 


The children of Whately will continue to grow in 
knowledge and skills, to that degree that people continue 
their sincere support of education. I personally thank the 
school committee, teachers, and citizens for their assist- 
ance and cooperation during the past year.

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Report of Music Supervisor 


In the realm of music education there has been, in 
recent year, a return to an earlier philosophy—emphasis 
on music reading. This fact was apparent at the last 
annual Franklin County Teachers’ Convention when 
speakers on music education urged more drill in music 
reading as contrasted with music used only for fun; that 
the feeling of accomplishment after drill is the real 
enjoyment. 


A program in music reading results in continuous 
musical growth and growth is the aim of educators. 

What is music reading? Simply stated, music read- 
ing is the ability to translate music symbols, such as 
notes, rests, sharps, flats, intervals, etc., into sound and 
movement, sound being the melody and movement the 
rhythm inherent in music. These symbols are the keys 
to musical understanding. 


Since music is a doing rather than a talking, the well- 
rounded program of music education has singing for a 
basic, early activity. The music educator, as well as the 
academic educator, knows that discouragement and 
frustrations are to be avoided, that success breds success; 
therefore, individual differences are studied and the 
music educator proceeds accordingly. 


It is gratifying to see a return to a tenet which has 
long been firm in my mind and upon which I have based 
my work as a music educator over the years—that music 
reading 7s important. 


Return visits were made by fifth and sixth grades to 
towns entertained in this union previously. These con- 
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certs were valuable and demanded hard work of classes 
but resulted in a feeling of accomplishment and pleasure. 


At holiday assemblies it has been my pleasure to help 
the schools participate musically. 


It is always a pleasure to welcome adult visitors to 
music classes when a clearer picture of methods used in 
music education can be understood more readily. 


Good will of educators, parents and children in 
Whately toward public school music education makes for 
continuous musical growth and results in the happiest 
and most meaningful of experiences. To all, I extend a 
sincere “‘thank you.”

Report of Art Supervisor 


Many techniques and a variety of media composed 
Whately’s art program for the past year. Although there 
are certain limitations to the type of materials applicable 
to the elementary grades, through adaptations the child- 
ren have become aware of various art forms. Several 
grades have learned about mosaic tile craft by means of 
cut-paper mosaic designs. In the fall, very colorful mosaic 
versions of this area’s bright foliage were created by 
eager first graders. 


Water color painting was done in its usual form by 
grades four, five, and six throughout the year, but the 
fourth graders also found that several media could be 
combined for unusual results. They created large “batik” 
Easter eggs which enhanced their classroom windows at 
that season. The children first decorated their eggs with 
bright and bold crayon designs, then covered the entire 
eggs with water color paint. This is know as the crayon 
resist technique, but it is also an adaptation of “batik” 
dyeing. 


However, not all art work was done on a flat surface. 
The problems of three-dimensional design were under- 
taken by several classes. In making mobiles — suspended, 
moving, and changing design forms — the students had 
to contend with seeing objects from many angles rather 
than a single source. The colorful choir boys created by 
the second grade last Christmas were another approach 
to three-dimensional design. In this case, a stable, rather 
than moving, form resulted. 


Throughout the year various classes enthusiastically 
designed posters for occasions such as Halloween, spring, 
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and Be Kind To Animals Week. This is a form of com- 
mercial art and one which often proves helpful outside 
school in organization or club work. With such a project, 
it can quite readily be seen that art occupies a part of life 
as a whole, not just as a day in school. 


The basic bjectives in Whately’s art program con- 
sist of design, creativity, the use and comprehension of 
color, and mechanical ability — the use and control of 
art “tools” such as crayons, pencil, paintbrush, and 
scissors. However, these need to be complemented by 
each child’s sense of satisfaction in accomplishment of 
his work and pleasure in creating. A phrase by Sidney 
Hook in E’'ducation for Modern Man aptly expresses these 
objectives: “it (the study of art) provides an unfailing 
source of delight in personal experience, a certain grace 
in living, and a variety of dimensions of meaning by 
which to interpret the world around us.” 


Iam most grateful for the cooperation of townspeople 
and school personnel in making this art program possible.

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Report of School Nurse 


Health is a primary objective of modern education. 
Every school has numerous opportunities to promote the 
health of pupils and members of the community. The 
conditions under which children live in school, the help 
they are given in solving their health problems, the ideals 
of individual and community health they form, and the 
information and understanding that they acquire of 
themselves as human beings infiuence the development of 
attitudes and behavior conducive to health, happy and 
successful living. The school must consider the total per- 
sonality and mutual interdependence of physical, social 
and emotional health. 


This town joined with other towns in the state and 
nation with a very heavy measles and chicken pox epi- 
demic in the spring of 1964. This is a part of a cycle that 
appears fairly regularly. Except for that period, atten- 
dance at school has been very good. The good diet, 
exercise, recreation, rest and immunizations that most 
students have ail contribute to good health. 


As is routine, physical examinations were given by 
Dr. Kenneth Rice, school doctor, for 55 students in Sep- 
tember and an immunization clinic at the school for 
diphtheria, tetanus and whooping cough for 34 school and 
pre-school children was held in March. The school 
physician is always available for advice to the school. 


Vision tests, of all students, showed 8 failures, and 
hearing test showed 1 failure at the regular testing done 
this fall. Glasses to aid vision losses are cheerfully ac- 
cepted as quite ordinary but hearing losses fortunately 
are uncommon. 
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All children are weighed and measured twice yearly ; 
first grade and new pupils are checked for physicals and 
immunizations. Regular visits are made to school, and 
many home calls are made for information and under- 
standing. 


First aid is done at all schools with great caution. 
Children are primarily the responsibility of their parents 
and it is the policy of the school system to see that an ill 
or injured child is returned safely home as soon as pos- 
sible so that the parents may make decisions that are ac- 
ceptable to them. 


Many community resources are available, and used, 
for students’ benefits. Their contributions to children’s 
health and welfare is of great value. The school nurse 
has used, this year, the facilities of the Franklin County 
Mental Health Center, the Speech Department at the 
University of Massachusetts, the Salvation Army, the 
Cerebral Palsy Association, the Crippled Children’s Clinic 
in Greenfield, the State Department for Handicapped 
Children, and the local Board of Health. 


The Franklin County Health Association again con- 
ducted a school clinic of skin testing for T.B. (Montoux) 
as was done 2 years ago. Suggestions for follow-up 
X-rays were made where necessary. 

The school nurse attended many sessions and meet- 
ings during the year in relation to school health; the 
second session at Simmons College was very educational. 


SUMMARY: Enrollment, 125; absences, 783; con- 
ference, school, 47; conference, home, 69; transportation, 
18. 


My sincere thanks to the superintendent of school, 
the school physician, the staff and the parents of the school 
children.

Superintendent's Report 


Mr. Russell Burnett, Chairman 
Frontier Regional School Committee 


Dear Mr. Burnett: 


It is my privilege to submit to you and your com- 
mittee my fifth annual report as Superintendent of 
Frontier Regional School District. You have the respon- 
sible task of shaping the future of secondary education 
for the future adults of this district. 


INDUSTRIAL ARTS 


As of June 1963, the Vocational Agricultural Depart- 
ment was phased out because of lack of interest and a 
declining enrollment in the program. In its place, we 
have initiated the expansion of the Industrial Arts De- 
partment. This expansion will continue over a period of 
several years until completed. The purpose of industrial 
arts is to provide students in grades seven through twelve 
with opportunities to have comprehensive and enriching 
experiences that will enable them to acquire basic know- 
ldge, understandings, and skills in the fundamental 
techniques and procedures used in industry. It should 
also provide them with try-out areas in which they may 
later specialize through extensive vocational training and 
experience. 
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GUIDANCE 


The future plans of 98 students of the graduating 
class of 1964, as presented by a report from Mr. Owen 
Pugsley, Director of Guidance, are as follows:

The above statistics reveal that 62% of the 1964 
graduating class continued in ‘advanced education or 
training. 


A report of drop outs for the period of September 
1963 to September 1964 indicates that four (4) students 
left school out of a total enrollment of 722. This is a drop- 
out rate of .5%. 


FUTURE GROWTH 


My elementary school reports have called attention to 
the fact that we should be giving some thought to school 
planning. Although our present elementary school en- 
rollments have remained static, we should give this pro- 
blem consideration. Basically, the development of Route 
91 and expansion of the University of Massachusetts will 
probably bring about increased residential and industrial 
growth to some of the regional towns which should result 
in increased student population at the secondary level. 
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The following report, submitted to me by Mr. 
Bertrand Roger, Principal, is placed in the record for 
future consideration. 


“The steady growth of the school over the past few 
years, in enrollment, staff and curriculum improvement 
has resulted in the need for an appraisal of future needs 
in classroom space. We are presently at near capacity in 
building use. Any sizeable increase in the number of 
students enrolled, teachers needed, or adoption of im- 
proved teaching techniques will require more space than 
is now available. 


“We have had a condition in our junior high for five 
years which has required a 338 to 1 pupil-teacher ration 
(EKight teachers to an average enrollment of 268). Two 
additional teachers will be required to alleviate this pro- 
blem, as well as the use of a sub-standard basement class- 
room and moving the language lab to the senior high 
wing, thereby freeing the only remaining classroom in 
the junior high building. 


“Needs on the senior high level revolve about special- 

ized classrooms in the various academic departments: 

1. Mathematics - one additional classroom needed; 
two classrooms now available. 

2. EHnglish- one additional classroom needed - only 
two classrooms are now available exclusively for 
Englihs. We now must use the library and the 
small audio-visual room for English classes. 

3. Science -a general science room is badly needed. 

4. Social Studies - this department should be con- 
solidated in the three rooms adjacent to the lib- 
rary. No additional rooms needed. 

5. Foreign language-the language lab should 
be established in the senior high wing; one 
special classroom needed. 

6. Business-two rooms with three teachers are 
now devoted to this area. One more classroom 
for office machines and stenography needed. 
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7. Home Economics -one classroom is needed to 
supplement the cooking and sewing areas now 
contained in one room. 


“In addition to the above, there is need for additional 
storage and teacher workroom space, a room for general 
music and choral activities, an enlarged art room and a 
speech and reading room in the senior high. An eight- 
room addition to the school will be required to satisfy 
these needs.” 


PERSONNEL 


Mr. Bertrand Roger, Principal, resigned effective 31 
December 1964; Mr. Roger has accepted the position as 
principal of Swampscott High School as of 1 January 
1965. During his tenure, many important, progressive 
steps were made in secondary education at the regional 
school. 


Other resignations were received from: Mrs. J. 
Katherine Wrynn, Miss Maxine Deutsch, Mr. John Flek, 
Mr. Joseph Alex, Mr. Joseph C. McCarthy, Mr. John A. 
Mele, and Mr. Joseph Pallazola. 


Mr. Ralph E. McLean was appointed to the position 
of principal, effective 1 January 1965. He is a graduate 
of Bates College, Maine, and has a Master’s Degree from 
the University of Maine. He has continued his advanced 
graduate work at Boston University, University of Maine, 
Yale, and the University of Massachusetts. Mr. McLean 
has had ten years’ experience, both as a teacher and 
administrator, in secondary education. 


Other appointments are as follows: Mrs. Myrtle R. 
Johnson, Mr. Colin Kratky, Mr. Robert D. Merrifield, Mr. 
Andre J. Reichenecker, Mr. Gordon Valiton, Mr. Robert 
B. Waseleski, and Mr. Edmond Rancourt. Mr. David 
Filkins, a member of the junior high school staff, was 
transferred to the Guidance Department. 
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The supply of teachers in certain areas of subject 
fields is still at a low ebb. This is particularly true in the 
areas of industrial arts, mathematics, chemistry, physics, 
music, and foreign languages. An excerpt taken from the 
Commissioner of Education report points out the serious- 
ness of the situation: “... A total of 50 Massachusetts 
colleges and universities concerned with teacher prepara- 
tion contributed to the study. A total of 2,702 students 
contemplating teaching assignments on the high school 
level reflect the continuing unbalance among the several 
subject fields. In five areas of preparation with the fewest 
number of persons were (1) physics—2 persons or .07% 
of the total; (2) Russian—3 persons, or .11%; (3) Ger- 
man—1I5 persons, or .56%; (4) Latin—16 persons, or 
59%; and (5) Chemistry—21 persons, or .78%. In all 
cases, less than 1% of the total enrolled in courses de- 
signed to prepare teachers in these five subjects...” 


In April, the General Court enacted a new minimum 
salary of five thousand dollars for teachers. It is hoped 
that this starting salary will help to induce more talented 
students to enter the teaching profession. It must be re- 
membered that salaries for teachers over the next several 
years must become more competitive with those offered 
by industry and surrounding towns. It is only by having 
and retaining good teachers that our educational pro- 
gram can continue to improve and become a valuable 
asset for the education of our students. 


CONCLUSION 


I personally thank the School Committee, staff mem- 
bers and citizens of the regional towns for their assis- 
tance and cooperation during the past year. 


May I also direct your attention to the various pro- 
posals recommended for the improvement of education 
by the master plan of the Massachusetts Education 
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Commission which is currently being presented to the 
public, ‘for quality education will do much to help restore 
education in Massachusetts to the level of pre-eminence 
envisioned by Horace Mann and demanded more urgently 
by today’s society.”

Principal's Report 


Mr. Warren D. Bennett, Superintendent

Dear Mr. Bennett: 


I am pleased to submit my fifth annual report as 
principal of Frontier Regional School. Enrollment in 
December, 1964 was identical to 1963, 722 students with 
42 teachers and supervisors. An unforseen loss of 20 
20 students from grade 10, Class of 1966, to various pri- 
vate and vocational schools accounted for the lack of in- 
crease in enrollment. 


Emphasis during the past year has been on cur- 
riculum revision and wider application of improved 
teaching techniques. Courses of study have been re- 
defined and rewritten in the English, foreign language, 
business and industrial arts departments. Our literature 
program in English now includes seventy-seven books on 
the required in-class readinglists in grades seven through 
twelve. All of these books are provided to students in 
class sets of thirty-five each. The English department at 
the University of Massachusetts, in reviewing our pro- 
gram, has commented that this is probably the widest 
and best literature program in the area. Considerable 
credit is due Mrs. Spindler, English department head, for 
her leadership in establishing this program. 
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The foreign language department has completed its 
revision, incorporating a change of emphasis from the 
traditional read and translate approach to the listen and 
speak. Use of the language laboratory, though still 
limited because of its location and facilities, will play an 
increasingly important part in language instruction. 
Taped and recorded materials, both teacher-prepared and 
commercial, will be necessary in greater and greater 
quantities over the next few years. It should be noted 
that the application of methods such as these in language, 
and all other areas as well, makes the teaching job far 
more difficult than it was when the teacher taught his 
subject from a single textbook. 


Considerable progress has been made during the year 
in carrying out the approved expansion of the industrial 
arts program. An additional teacher was appointed to 
provide for junior high instruction; some new machinery 
and tools were purchased for the metal working area; the 
mechanical drawing facility was moved to the shop area 
for closer coordination with industrial arts; and long- 
range goals were established to provide an eventual pro- 
gram of wood, metal (including some foundry), electrici- 
ty and electronics and mechanics. Changing patterns in 
industrial arts instruction may well vary the above offer- 
ings before they are actually established. In any event, 
we feel that this program will offer the greatest degree 
of opportunity for many of our students and that it should 
consequently reflect actual conditions in the industrial 
community. 


The business department continues to be among our 
strongest departments. Its course of study is now wide 
and comprehensive, offering excellent terminal education 
for the business student. Many of these students, through 
strong preparation in the academic areas, are continuing 
on to further education. Employers in the area have 
shown increasing willingness to hire our graduates. The 
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work of the department, through its head, Mrs. LaPlante, 
is efficient, thorough and successful to a high degree. 

The day of the single textbook course, with its read- 
recite-discuss methods, is rapidly leaving the educational 
scene. Since the turn of the century, the American 
educator has been pursuing the ideal of providing for 
individual differences inherent in students. With tradi- 
tional methods and traditional teaching materials, this 
ideal has been an elusive one. 


The Sputnik era has brought a revolutionary break- 
through to this persistent problem. We need no longer 
condone a mere lip service to education’s crying need — 
treat the student as one and not one of many. Consider 
the following developments, only a portion of the impact 
of technology on teaching: data-processing, flexible 
scheduling, team-teaching, programed learning, teaching 
machines, overhead projection, educational television, 
modern math, PSSC (physics), BSCS (biology), CBA 
(chemistry), language laboratory, reading accelerator, 
tachistoscope, microprojector, electron microscope, paper- 
back, library resources center, the humanities, area 
studies, all of them unheard of by the present adult com- 
munity during its secondary school days. These new 
ideas and methods are becoming more and more a part 
of the daily teaching activities at Frontier Regional. 


We have made a beginning but much remains to be 
done. There is no room for complacency. We may look 
upon our school as a good one now, but it is not good 
enough. It must continue to grow and mature, a task 
requiring the very best in our teaching staff. All the 
money, materials and supplies in the world will not assure 
quality in education. The teacher is and always will be 
the keystone. Weaken him and your school will crumble.

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Report of 


Regional School Nurse 


During the year 1964, 118 student injuries were re- 
ported to the Health Office. Of this number, 54 were seen 
by a doctor or required hospitalization. The greatest 
number of accidents occured in January and October. 


Vision and hearing examinations were given to 722 
students. Forty students failed the vision test and 36 
failed the hearing test. On retest, 18 students failed the 
hearing test and were checked by a doctor. Thirty-six 
faild the vision recheck and of this number 5 have not 
been checked by a doctor. 


Seventy-four students participating in competitive 
sports were given physical examinations by Dr. Rice. 
Physical examinations were also given to the 7th, 9th and 
11th grade students, totalling 370 students. 


The number of students checked by the nurse in the 
Health Office totalled 1690. One hundred and ninety-one 
of these students were excused because of illness. 


Sixty-one cases of measles were reported and three 
of chicken pox and two of mumps. 


Many Frontier students received immunization for 
diptheria and tetanus at the clinics held by the local 
boards of health. The need for continued immunization 
has been clearly demonstrated by the Massachusetts 
Board of Health. 
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Health classes are being taught to the seventh grade 
students, designed to help them advance in health and to 
apply what they learn to their own lives. 


My sincere thanks and appreciation to Mr. Roger 
for the four and a half enjoyable years spent under his 
administration. 


I would also like to thank Dr. Rice, the faculty and 
personnel at Frontier Regional School for their helpful 
cooperation which emphasizes the well-being of each in- 
dividual student as our mutual concern.

Sir: 
As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books 


and accounts of the town of Whately for the period from 
December 14, 1961, the date of the previous audit, to 
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August 31, 1964, and submit the following report thereon: 


The records of financial transactions of the several 
departments collecting or disbursing money for the town 
or committing bills for collection were examined, checked, 
and verified by comparison with the records in the offices 
of the town bookkeeper and the town treasurer. 


The books and accounts in the town bookkeeper’s 
office were examined and checked. The recorded receipts 
were compared with the treasurer’s books and with the 
records in the several departments collecting money for 
the town, while the payments, as entered, were checked 
with the treasurer’s books and with the treasury war- 
rants. The appropriation accounts were checked with 
the town meeting records of the town clerk, the transfers 
from the reserve fund were compared with the authoriza- 
tions of the finance committee, and other accounts were 
checked with information in the departments in which the 
transactions originated. 


The ledgers were analyzed, the necessary adjust- 
ments resulting from the audit were made, and a balance 
sheet, which is appended to this report, was prepared 
showing the financial condition of the town on August 31, 
1964. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were 
examined and checked in detail. The cash book was footed 
and the recorded receipts were compared with the town 
bookkeeper’s accounts, with the departmental records of 
payments to the treasurer, and with other sources from 
which money was paid into the town treasury. The pay- 
ments were compared with the warrants approved by the 
selectmen and with the town bookkeeper’s ledger. 


The treasurer’s cash balance on August 31, 1964 was 
proved by reconciliation of the bank balance with a state- 
ment furnished by the bank of deposit and by actual count 
of the cash in the office. 
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The records pertaining to temporary loans were ex- 
amined and checked. The loans issued were compared 
with the treasurer’s recorded receipts, while the payments 
were proved by comparison with the amounts falling due 
and were checked with the cancelled securities on file. 


The savings bank books and securities representing 
the investments of the trust and investment funds in the 
custody of the treasurer were examined and listed. The 
bequests were checked, the income was proved, and with- 
drawals were verified, and the balances in the several 
funds were reconciled with the town bookkeeper’s ledger. 


The records of payroll deductions on account of Fed- 
eral and State taxes, the county and teachers’ retirement 
systems, and Blue Cross and Blue Shield were examined 
and checked. The deductions and payments to the proper 
agencies were proved, while the balances on hand were 
reconciled with the respective controls in the bookkeeper’s 
ledger. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were ex- 
amined and checked. The taxes and excise outstanding 
at the time of the previous examination, as well as all sub- 
sequent commitments, were audited and proved. The 
recorded collections were checked with the payments to 
the treasurer as shown by the treasurer’s and the town 
bookkeeper’s ledger, the abatements, as entered, were com- 
pared with the assessor’s records of abatements granted, 
and the outstanding accounts were listed and reconciled 
with the respective controls in the town bookkeeper’s ledg- 
er. The cash balance on August 31, 1964 was proved by 
actual count of the cash on hand. 


Further verification of the outstanding tax and ex- 
cise accounts was made by mailing notices to a number of 
persons whose names appeared on the books as owing 
money to the town, and from the replies received it appears 
that the accounts, as listed, are correct. 
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The appropriations, as voted, were listed from the 
town clerk’s records of town meetings, and the amounts 
voted were compared with the aggregate amounts raised 
by the assessors in the determination of the tax rates for 
1962, 19638 and 1964. 


The receipts of the town clerk on account of dog and 
sporting licenses, as well as for gasoline registrations, 
were checked with the records of licenses and registra- 
tions issued. The payments to the Division of Fisheries 
and Game and to the town treasurer were verified, and 
the cash on hand August 31, 1964 was proved by actual 
count. 


The surety bonds of the several town officials re- 
quired by law to furnish them were examined and found 
in proper form. 


The records of receipts of the board of selectmen 
and the sealer of weights and measures, as well as of the 
health, welfare, school, library, and cemetery departments, 
and of all other departments collecting money for the 
town or committing bills for collection, were examined 
and checked. The payments to the town treasurer were 
verified, and the cash on hand in the several departments 
was proved by actual count. 


The books and accounts of the treasurer of the Deer- 
field-Whately Veterans’ Service District were examined 
and checked in conjunction with the audit of the town 
treasurer’s accounts. The receipts and disbursements 
were verified, and the cash balance on August 31, 1964 
was proved by reconciliation of the bank balance with a 
statement received from the depository. 


There are appended to this report, in addition to the 
balance sheet, tables showing reconciliations of the sev- 
eral cash accounts, summaries of the tax, excise, and de- 
-partmental accounts, as well as schedules showing the 
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transactions and condition of the trust and investment 
funds. 


Cooperation was received from all town officials dur- 
ing the progress of the audit, for which, on behalf of my 
assistants and for myself, I wish to express appreciation.
